BLACKIE SULLIVAN about April 10, 1950 was ordered by 
District Judge Harvey L. Neelen of the Milwaukee District Court, 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin, to stay out of Milwaukee County for two 
years. SULLIVAN had shortly before been arrested in Milwaukee on 
a vagrancy charge. Subsequent thereto SULLIVAN showed up in 
Waukesha, Wisconsin which is located a short distance from Milwaukee 
and the police chief in that city ordered SULLIVAN to leave town. 
SULLIVAN then traveled to Ozaukee County near Milwaukee where 
he was looking for a hotel, but was unable to find accomodations 
and was advised by the Ozaukee County authorities to leave the 
county and not to return. Local newspaper accounts subsequently
